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Town applies for $40,483 


1973 recreation grants 


The Town of St, Albert 
has applied for $40,483.20 
in Provincial Government 
grants for the year 1973, 
The monies will be received 
about May ist if the appli- 
cations are approved, 

Recreation co-ordinator 
Rene Laird, Parks Super- 
intendent John Beedle and 
MLA Ernie Jamison met with 
officials of the Department 
of Culture, Youth and Re- 
creation on February 27, 
two days before application 
deadline, The required 
forms were filled out in the 
provincial office with the 
assistance of their staff and 
the recreation co-ordinator 
obtained signatures as re- 
quired from the mayor, ad- 
ministraior, chairman ofthe 
Recreation Advisory Com- 
mittee and school boards 
chairmen, and got the appli- 
cations back to the depart- 
ment on March Ist. 

Town office was provided 
information in May on the 
basic recreation grant of 
$1 per capita and received 
regulations and application 
forms in mid-August, 

The Town of St, Albert’s 
application was sent in not 
completed fully and this form 
was in the department’s off- 
ice still incomplete on Feb- 
ruary 27th, although the 
Town office had been infor- 
med by the department that 
additional signatures and 
data were needed, It is now 
completed in the amount of 
$15,088, 

Following the fall session 
Hon, Horst Schmid announ- 
ced the new gat Co-op- 


eration Assistance Plan to 
encourage community use of 
schools, Grants of 65¢ per 
capita were provided for this 
plan to cover costs such as 
janitorial and supervisory 
expenses and others, In St, 
Albert this amounts to 
$9,807.20, Information was 
received from the depart- 
ment on this project in mid- 
December, and the Gazette 
issue of Dec, 19 carried a 
detailed report on the Pro- 
ject, 

Project Co-operation off- 
ered additional assistance 
for municipality - organiza- 
tion applications of $1 pez 
capita plus $500 per muni- 
cipality and application for 
this $15,588 was also com- 
pleted on February 27th, 
This assistance is on a 50 


per cent split basis with 
community organizations 
and the MLA understands 
that St, Albert Kinsmen will 
receive $7,544 for their fin- 
ancial contribution to the St, 
Albert Arena Ice Plant, 

Thus St, Albert may qual- 
ify for recreational grants 
of $15,588, $9,807.20 and 
$15,088 for a total of -- 
$40, 483,20, 

The regulations referred 
to by Mayor Gibbon as just 
being received in February 
were two folders made up 
by the Provincial Depart- 
ment in convenient form for 
distribution to people in- 
volved, They merely repeat 
in more attractive format 
the information previously 
sent out to municipalities 
in mid-December.

which made a small profit 
over a period of time which 


was donated to the students’ 
union, Mr. Schroder was 
against the schools becoming 
involved in the provision of 
lunches, While he had no 
objection to children staying 
at school for lunch, he felt 
that the work required to 
provide hot meals for ‘‘our 
well fed children’’ was not 
worth the effort, The dis- 
cussion was tabled until the 
next meeting, 

The next item to be dis- 
cussed was the direction in 
which the District should 
take in implementing the 
Early Childhood Education 
Program, Three possibil- 
ities are open: a Bsard op- 
erated program; a contract 
to an individual with Board 
control; a program under- 
taken by an outside agency. 
Mr, Gish preferred Board 
sponsorship and supervision 
in the Early Childhood Pro- 
gram,

With regard to recreation 
facilities, the Town Council 
is well aware that there is 
need for a number of new 
facilities to meet the ever 
growing needs ofour popula- 
tion, With this need in mind, 
we contracted a recreation 
consultant to conduct an in- 
depth study of our total re- 
quirements, both physical 
and organizational, The 
completed study will be pre- 
sented to Council within the 
next two weeks, Following 
this, it is my hope that we 
can then elect a working 
recreation board from the 
citizens at large to carry 
out the recreation consult- 
ant’s recommendations, It 
is also hoped that this board, 
with the assistance of Town 
Hall, will pursue the avail- 
able grants from your gov- 
ernment, You, Mr. Jamison, 
are very aware ofthis study, 
and surely you are not re- 
commending that we ignore 
the consultant’s report, for- 
get the formation of a re- 
creation board, and rush into 
facilities without proper 
planning, If, by chance, you 
were misquoted by the press, 
you could have clarified your 
position in the Gazette, 

In your recent column you 
state that we municipal poli- 
ticians should state in def- 
inite terms what we plan for 
an ultimate population -- 
30,000? -- 60,000? -- 80,000? 
Mr, Jamison, as you were 
aware of our recreation con- 
sultant, you are also aware 
that council recognized the 
dire need for planning and 
hired a qualified profess- 
ional planner and support 
staff, Near the top the plann- 
ing department priority list 
is a new general outlined 
plan for the town, I for one, 
will await their expert analy- 
sis of the social and econo- 
mic implications of growth 
before making a political 
decision, Isn’t that the way 
the Provincial Government 
operates? Or, do they make 
political decisions based on 
emotion? Due to the tremen-. 
dous future our region has, 
because of the energy situa- 
tion, people coming to the 
region MUST have a place to 
live, In view of this basic 
shelter requirement, I am 
glad that a politician didn’t 
make an arbitrary decision 
12 years ago to stop growth 
at 6,000, Such action would 
have prevented you and I 
from enjoying the ‘‘POSI- 
TIVE’’ aspects of life in 
our town, 

Regarding the future de- 
velopment of light industry, 
you do not appear to take a 
clear stand, I am not clear 
as to whether you DO NOT 
want light industry to locate 
in the area up for rezoning, 
or whether you are in favor 
of this light industry if the 
assessment is shared with 
the MD of Sturgeon, I’m sure 


you will be interested to 
know that preliminary dis- 
cussions with the MD of 
Sturgeon have been held, and 
in general, I believe that 
everyone involved agrees 
that a sharing of the tax 


‘ revenue will come about to 


the extent that the MD will 
be equitably compensated for 
things such as road main- 
tenance, Hew light is the 
proposed industry? When 
council receives an official 
proposal we can answer that 
question, You can be assured 
of one stand that council will 
take, Any industry locating 
there will be non-pollutant, 
properly buffered and pro- 
perly screened, With this 
ability to control the quality 
of industrial development, 
I think that it’s not really 
a bad idea to permit the 
creation of local employ- 
ment opportunities, as well 
as industrial tax revenue, 
do you? B:ck to shared as- 
sessment for a moment, now 
that St. Albert has led the 
way regarding the sharing 
with the MD, I’m sure that 
we will be hearing from you 
in the Legislature pushing 
for total province wide in- 
dustrial tax sharing, Don’t 
you agree that provincial, 
not municipal, action is ne- 
cessary here, That way you 
could provide a great ser- 
vice to ALL people in your 
constituency, 

I didn’t intend to be this 


- lengthy but please permit 


me to sum up my views for 
publication, speaking as only 
one vote in 7 on council, 

(a) Permit council to con- 
Sider the advice of ‘‘ex- 
perts’’ in the field of re- 
creation prior to developing 
hew recreation facilities, 

(b) Permit our capable 
planning department the opp- 
ortunity to provide in-put 
prior to making a political’ 
decision on ultimate popula- 
tion numbers, After all, con- 
ditions here may be some- 
what different than in the 
U.S, where some planners 
conclude that 35,000 is the 
ideal satellite town size, Fx- 
ample -- Did these planners 
have to contend with asenior 
(provincial) government de- 
cision to necessitate a $4- 
1/2 million sewer project, 
Incidentally, this decision I 
concur with, 

(c) I cannot orpose well 
planned industrial develop- 
ment, I would, however, wel- 
come ‘‘provincial legisla- 
tion’’ to create province wide 
industrial tax sharing. 

Thank you for the oppor- 
tunity to answer some of the 
questions you raise in your 
fine newspaper, and keep up 
the good work!

EDITOR’S NOTE: There has 
been a lot of interest in the 
unusual artifact found by Al- 
bert Lesburg, a photo of 
which appeared in the Gaz- 
ette last fall, The following 
letter dated Feb, 25, is from 
Professor Reeves of the De- 
partment of Archaeology, 
University of Calgary, 


Dear Mr, Lesburg: 

I am returning to you un- 
der separate cover the hat- 
chet you kindly left with me 
to try and identify, Unfor- 
tunately, I have had absol- 
utely no luck in getting more 
information on it, The Glen- 
bow Foundation experts 
looked over it very carefully 
but could find nothing to com- 
pare it to, 

It is made out of a soft 
siltstone material much like 
that used in making Indian 
pipes, Where it comes from 
we cannot determine, it isn’t 
Alberta, The hatchet was 
definitely made with steel 
tools and the paint is a lead 
base, suggesting to us that it 
is an historic artifact, i.e, 
ca, 18404, It would be a 
ceremonial object as the ma~- 
terial would not stand up to 
use, 

If you want to iook further 
into this, you coul write the 
Smithsonian Institute in 
Washington, D,C, Sorry I 
could not be of more help, 
The hatchet is ‘‘unique’’ and 
I would suggest you consider 
placing it in a museum,

The Editor: 

Last week Ieagerly await- 
ed the arrival of the Gazette 
in order to get the latest 
information on the threat- 
ened termation of the bus 
service, I was astonished to 
find neither news nor com- 
ment on the subject, Now 
that the owners of the West- 
ern Bus Lines threaten to 
eliminate our public trans- 
portation we should consider 
what has brought us to this 
unhappy situation and how 
we can remedy it, 

Five years ago bus tickets 
could be purchased at five 
for $1. or 20 for $4, Four 
years later 20 tickets had 
reached the present cost of 
$8,50 - an increase averag- 
ing nearly 20% annually, Now 
we are told that the service 
does not pay! It therefore 
seems odd that the Company 
is willing to curtail its bus- 
iness without trying an add- 
itional increase, What fare 
WOULD yield a profit? 

Several other aspects of 
the Company’s operations 
seem rather curious, The 
operating cost alone of com- 
muting by car to downtown 
Edmonton can scarcely be 
less than & per day if park- 
ing fees must be paid, This 
is without considering the 
capital costs of maintaining 
a car. A bus could do the 
same for 85¢, Here is a 
golden opportunity for some 
effective advertising, The 
company has _ ignored it, 
Why? 

Last fall the Company ter- 
minated the 4,45 p,m, ex- 
press from 100 Street and 
Jasper, saying it was not 
patronized, Yet the run was 
unpublicized after its initia- 
tion and did not even appear 
on the bus schedule, In fact, 
it is rather difficult for those 
moving to St, Albert to find 
out anything about the bus 
service, I have been told by 
hewcomers that it did not 
occur to them to take the 
bus, They had assumed that 
a move to the ‘suburbs’ 
would necessitate commut- 
ing by car, Again, any 
attempt to “sell’’ the ser- 
vice has been lacking, One 
can only conclude that the 
Company’s real interests lie 
elsewhere and that it is not 
seriously concerned with op- 
erating regular bus ser- 
vices, 

While the Company has not 
exactly presented an image 
of dynamic capitalism, our 
elected representatives are 
not above reproach either, 
Leaving out the curious aff- 
air of the plebicite taken at 
the last town election, there 
are other points that should 
be considered by our Town 
Council, 

While municipal govern- 
ments may not be respon- 
sible for interurban trans- 
portation it is an unescape- 
able fact that St, Albert is 
a bedroom community whose 
welfare demands convenient 
transportation to Edmonton, 
Loss of our bus system would 
make St, Albert an imposs- 
{ble place for the elderly, 
for young adults and all those 
Who do not wish to fight rush 
hour traffic, 

The provincial govern- 
ment has a definite respon- 
sibility as well, In the past, 
interurban transportation 
has been left to private en- 
terprise, but the present 
government has introduced 


a new feature by encourag- 
ing more even distribution 
of development throughout 
the province, This approach 
seems rational and desir- 
able, but requires that the 
province take some respon- 
sibility for interurban trans- 
portation and other facilities 
in the economic infrastruc- 
ture needed to make the sys- 
tem work effectively.

Historical Society welcomes 


St, Albert is - as much as 
any centre in the province - 
and congratulated the Society 
on their work, saying he was 
pleased with the growing in- 
terest in history in many 
communities in Alberta, 

He opened his address by 
saying that his own interest 
in history grew from no in- 
terest in high school, when 
he hated the subject, to in- 
terest as a pastime act- 
ivity, to the realization that 
a knowledge of history was 
essential, both for indivi- 
duals and for nations, in 
order that past mistakes are 
not repeated, 

While on a speaking tour 
during Brotherhood Week 
just recently, Dr. MacEwan 
said he went to the Royal 
Ontario Museum and stood 
and gazed at an old, tatter- 
ed, motheaten Indian head- 
dress, ‘It spoke to me oj 
History and of Brotherhood; 
he said, ‘‘and I confess it 
brought tears to my eyes,’’ 

He went on to develop his 
remarks on the value of 
knowing history at both na- 
tional and individual levels, 

A pioneer people once set 
out with vigor anddetermin- 
ation to: use their country’s 
wonderful resources, Far- 
mers, engineers, soldiers, 
miners - all the people wor- 
ked hard, fought hard to build 
their nation, As the years 
passed their soldiers spread 
out and brought home rich 
booty - and Rome grew pow- 
erful and wealthy. 

Then the people said they 
deserved to relax, and enjoy 
their wealth, 2,000 years ago

they built a coliseum which 
could hold 250,000 footbal! 
fans - Oh no - I guess they 
didn’t have football, said Dr, 
MacEwan drawing laughter, 
But they had their rough 
gam2s, The farmers thought 
they too should have fun and 
moved into Rome - farm de- 
population - an interesting 
reminder, The women im- 
ported silks from China for 
lavish gowns, Not all were 
rich - some were just mana- 
ging, some were desperat- 
ely poor. But there was mon- 
ey in the welfare state to 
take care of all, Taxes went 
up and up and up, inflation 
set in, The bugs that were 
beginning to eat the founda- 
tions were not visible, but 
they were at work, An in- 
teresting reminder, said Dr. 
MacEwan again, 

He then told the story of 
an individual pioneer who 
built an empire in Alberta, 
I don’t want to be only gloomy 
he said, and described how 
C. S, Noble built an agri- 
cultural empire, starting 
with nothing and growing to 
the point where during the 
first war, when food supp- 
lies were desperately need- 
ed, he was the biggest single 
producer in the British com- 
monwealth, After the war he 
lost his empire through 
drought, no crops, insupp- 
ortable debt, But Mr. Noble 
started - he remembered 
his mistakes - and built a 
second empire in agricul- 
ture, 

And then the western his- 
torian went on to talk about 
two men and their role in 
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the history of Western Can- 
ada, Holding his audience 
spellbound he told the story 
of Sitting Bull and Captain 
James Morrow Walsh of the 
RCMP, The fascinating acc- 
ount, with its immense im- 
pact on the history of the 
west, was also a lesson in 
brotherhood, which tied to- 
gether the theme of Dr. Mac- 
Ewan’s talk, 

How a relationship which 
started from hatred and fear 
grew from “‘perhaps we can 
talk,’’ to admiration, to 
friendship and trust, So that 
when Sitting Bull had to leave 
Canada with his Sioux people 
he gave his most valuable 
and treasured possession to 
James Morrow Walsh - the 
head-dress he had worn at 
the ‘‘Custers Last Stand’’ 
battle, and in all the major 
battles of his career, Inlater 
years Capt, Walsh gave it 
to Mr, Van Horne, and from 
there it went to the Royal 
Ontario Museum, 

Which brought Dr. Mac~- 
Ewan back to his opening 
remarks and now, he said - 
it’s time for me to quit, 

The audience stood and 
gave him a prolonged ova- 
tion, and it was very clear 
that nobody thought he had 
spoken too long. 

It is always a special oc- 
casion, said MLA Ernie 
Jamison, in thanking Mr, 
MacEwan, for any gathering 
of Albertans to be in the 
company of their Lieutenant 
Governor, and in particular 


to hear Dr. MacEwan speak 
on the history of ourcountry, |

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ken last week to 500 young

Q I am a farmer and I 
used 1967 as the year of 
averaging for income tax 
purposes and am eligible to 
average again in 1973, Am I 
required to average again 
using 1973 as the year of 
averaging, or can I wait 
until a year in which aver- 
aging would be more bene- 
ficial to me? 

A, You may choose any 
year you wish as the year of 
averaging, provided that re- 
turns have been filed as re- 
quired and that the averaging 
period chosen does not over- 
lap another period for which 
you have averaged, 

Q. I retired from farm- 
ing and now live in the city, 
My farm lands are rented to 
a tenant, I make six or more 
trips each year to the farm 
to supervise seeding, sum- 
mer fallowing and harvest- 
ing, Can I claim the expense 
incurred in travelling to and 
from the farm?
